There were instances of 
thousands of white men, some of 
them undoubtedly drunk, attack- 
ing Negro homes, pulling the men 
out and beating them, and many 
lootings of stores. There were few 
Negro mobs, and they were not in

Most of them had been taken to their 
homes by the police. Some had gone 
to Evanston; some left the city, taking 
their wives and children, and what 
household goods they could carry.

‘killed, of whom twenty-five were Ne- 
groes, and many more were injured. 

Five were killed and more than fifty 

reported injured in the a trouble 
at Springfield in 1908. 
. Seventeen deaths were offi- 
cially in the black and white war in 
Texas that sarne year, which started 
at Hemphill. 

Race friction also caused trouble in 
Houston in 1917, when Capt. J. W. 
Mattes of the 2d Illinois field artillery 
lost his life. Sixteen others were killed 
and a number seriously wounded.

‘The rush reir 
at 4 a8. m. 

©. &N. W. Adds Forty Trains. 

Forty extra trains were put on by 
the Northwestern over the three divi- 
sions leading to Oak Park, Rogers 
Park, and Jefferson Park. Ordinarily 
the Northwestern carries 60,000 persons 
morning and evening. Yesterday 100,- 
000 were’ carried each way. Every 
available coach was used. . 

“ But we're not doing as much as we 

did four years ago, during that former 
strike,” ofie of the officials said. “ This, 
I have observed, is because of the un- 
usual number of vehicles that has 
beer thrown into service, carrying pas- 
sengers to and from the loop at 25 cents 
a theow.

railroad added few extra trains, but all 
the reggilar trains were lengthened by 
five and six coaches, and extra stops 
at points within the city limits and 
just outside were made for the con- 
venience of persons who usuallyride on 
the street cars. The Burlington usual- 
ly carries about 7,000 persons morning

the star witness in the Ford-TRIBUNE

‘bald headed, scholarly old man was 
brought to combat as an expert in 
political creeds all the effdérts of THE 


_ Trrpune’s attorneys to show that 


Henry Ford was an anarchist in 1916. 

He took the ground that while in 
nany of the Ford articles and inter- 
views he found expressions that might 
have an analogy in anarchfstic writ- 
ings, yet these things were not essen- 
tially anarchistic. He also read ex- 
cerpts from the Ford pamphlets to 
show absolute incompatibility with any 
theory of anarchism. 

Kiingensmith Cross Examined. 

Gross-examination of Frank L. Kling- 
ensmith, vice president of the Ford Mo- 
tor company, took up. the. rest of the 
day’s session. Attorney Billiott G. Ste-| 
venson for THe TRIBUND attacked thé 
credibility of the witness by confront- 
ing him with his own testimony in the 
Dodge case. Mr. Klingensmith insist- 
ed that there was no discrepancy and 
that qualifying’ and explaining would 
had stuck to one line of. 


He did not deny that he had talked 
with a reporter for THe Trrisune in 
‘June, 1916, regarding the care of the 
national guardsmen, but said he could 
not recall what he had said. The only 
thing he was sure of was that he had 
been misquoted.

Q—What is an anarchist? A—An 
anarchist—there are various uses of

She assisted us to win our freedom as 
a nation. 

“It. is to be doubted 
whether we could have won it without 
her gallant and timely aid. We have 
recently had the privilege of assisting 
in driving enémies, who were also en- 
emies of the world, from her soil, but 
‘that does not pay our debt to her. 
Nothing can pay such a debt. 

“She now desires that we should 

promise to lend our great force to 
keep her safe against the power she. 
has had most reason to fear. Another 
great nation volunteers the same prom- 
ise. It ts one of the fine reversals of 
history that that other nation should 
be the very power from whom France 
fought to set us free. 
Sces Dawn of New Day. 
“A new day has dawned. Old an- 
tagonisms are forgotten.. The common 
cause of freedom and enlightenment 
has created new comradeships and a 
new perception of what it is wise and | 
necessary for great nations to do to 
free the world of intolerable fear. | 

“Two governments who wish to be 
members of the league of nations ask 
leave of the council of the league to 
be permitted to go to the assistance 
of a friend whose situation has been 
found to be one of peculiar peril, with- 
out awaiting the advice of the rks 
ct. 

“It is by taking such pledges as 
this that we prove ourselves faithful 
to the utmost ‘to the high obligations 
of gratitude and tested friendship. Such 
an act as this seems to me one of the 
proofs that we are a people that sees 
the. true heart of duty and prefers 
honor to its own pane course of

| Century Old Custom to Be | 
Broken; Precedent for 
World Pact? 


Washington, D.C., July 29. —The cen- 
tury old senate custom of considering 
treaties in’secret will be broken next | 
Monday when the long pending Colom- 
bian treaty is-taken up. This decision 
was reached today by unanimous con- 
sent of the senate membership. 

The agreement for open sessions, re- 
garded, possibly as forecasting public 
consideration of the peace treaty, the 
Franco-American agreement, and sub-. 
gequent treaties, followed unanimous. 
approval by the foreign relations com- 
mittee of the Colombian convention . 
calling for payment to that nation of 
$25,000,000 as claims growing out of | 
the partition of Panama. " 

Before approving the treaty, how- 
ever, the committee struck out the 
original clause expressing the “ regret ” 
of the United States to Colombia for 
action in the canal proceedings. 


Agreed to without Debate. 


When the Colombian treaty was sub- 
mitted formally to the senate in exec- | 
utive session late today, Senator Fall, 
New Mexico, Republican member of 
the foreign relations committee, moved 
- that the senate consider the convention ‘ 
in open session. ‘Republican Leader 
Lodge asked unanimous consent for an 
order opening the senate’s doors when 
the treaty is called up next Monday, 
and the agreemegt was approved with- 
out objection, although the decision set 
aside a custom almost exclusively fol- 
lowed since organization of the govern- 
ment. 

Opposition to the treaty is expected, 
but ratification is deemed a certainty, 
and it is understood the revised treaty 
- also is assured of Colombia’s approval. 

Colombia to Get $25,000,000. 

An attempt was made in committee 
today to reduce the sum payable to 
Colombia from $25,000,000 to $15,000,- 
000. The proposal was defeated, 11 to 2.

One of the most effective ways of | 
getting rid of weeds on the lawn is to 
kill them before they mature and form 
seed. Hundreds of weeds havé: ap- 
peared on the lawns this summer, 
many of them unfamiliar species, be- 
cause the season has been unusually 
favorable for their growth. Plump 
seeds already are forming, and within 
a few weeks they will be ripe, and if 
not destroyed they fall to the ground 
and become buried for the winter. 


‘| Where one plant grew this year hun-’ 
dreds will appear next spring, and the 


whole lawn willsoon be covered with 
weeds. 

Dandelion, plantain, and dock are the 
ones that usually give the most trou- 
ble, but they can be kept in check if 


| uprooted and burned before making 


Beed. Many of the weeds that infest 


‘}lawns are so deeply rooted that it is 


necessary to remove them with a 
trowel or a knife. 


Where the work is done on a large 


scale a short-handled asparagus knife 
may be used. If most of the lawn ifs 
covered with undesirable weeds it is 


tempt to eradicate by hand. 


Is sometimes happens that grasses, |. 


such as Bermuda grass and crab grass, 
are the worst enemies of the lawn. 
They -are frequently scattered in 
patches over the lawn and produce as 
bad an appearance as some of the 
weeds. ‘They are best kept under con- 
trol by frequent seeding, regular mow- 
ing and the use of fertilizer. . 


Where the ground is plowed or spad- 
ed up, new seed may be sown the lat- 
ter part of August or September. 

The soil should’ be prepared thor- 
oughly before the seed are sown. 
The seed «bed should be’ 
very fine and _ ideal conditions 
must be provided for the germination 
of the seed. If possible, the seeding 
should be done during a rainy season. 
.However, where artificial méans of 
watering are at hand the seed may be 
planted any time, but water should be 
applied frequently to force rapid ger; 
mination and growth. © | 

Planting in the fall allows’ the Weeds 
to germinate-and be killed by the frost 
and freeze during the fall and winter.
